The Deal was 
made due to the necessity of pro- 
viding additional terminal space for 
increasingly large eastern shipments 
from Alberta The Pool owns a five 
million bushel] terminal at Vancouver,

Acreage under whieat in Alberta 
this year totals 8,379,000, the larg- 
est in the history of the province. 
The previous record wheat acreage 
was seeded in 1932, namely) 8,201,000. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool has its 
plans made to igo ahead with pooling 
to take care of excess marketings 
over the 5,000 bushel limit permitted 
to go to the Wheat Board. As soon 
as the federal government regula- 
tions in connection with pooling are 
annouced further details (will be 
made public by the Alberta Wheat 
Pool.

THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT

Weeds, it has been found by 
scientific experiments, are one of 
the greatest robbers of the farmers’ 
incomes. When ‘growing admist the 
grain, weeds steal, it is calculated, 
on the average, on these prairies, 
about 25 rier cent of the precious and 
limited moisture available to farm- 
ers’ wheat and other crops, and so, 
of course, the crops produce about 
25 per cent less yield than they would 
do had weeds not been present. 

Because of the generous rainfall 
this year, weeds are growing: most 
abundantly, and so prairie farmers 
now have a splendid opportunity that 
may not occur again for many years, 
to get rid of vast quantities of them. 

The best way to kill weeds is to en- 
courage them by cultivation to germ- 
inate and to grow, and then as they 
appear above the ground to destroy 
the youn plants. 

A light cultivation on stubble as 
soon as the present grain crop is har- 
vested will cause vast quantities of 
weeds to develop. The winter ‘will kill 
many of the young plants, and then 
early cultivation next spring will 
destroy additional myriads of them. 

Wild oat plants, however, should 
not be cultivated until they are sev- 
eral inches high, but before nny 
jointing the stem has occured.

During the Great War of 1914-18 many rumors were rife and stories in 
circulation of sedition, espionage, sabotage and threats of sabotage on the} 
part of aliens then residents in this country and in some cases it was found) 
necessary by the authorities to take some action to curb anti-British and} 
anti-Canadian activities in the interests of the country as a whole. 

Once again, now that the world is again passing through a perlod of 
international tension and while war clouds hover alarmingly over a large} 
area of the globe, similar reports are coming to hand indicating that in 
some parts of this country subversive influences are at work in an effort 
to undermine democratic government here and to give aid and comfort to a| 
potential enemy. 

Fortunately it can be said at the outset that the great bulk of Cana- 
dians are loyal to their own country, to the form of government that has} 
been bequeathed them by their forebears; to the fundamental principles of | 
democracy on which this country has been founded and has been built, in- 
cluding those dearly bought privileges—freedom of speech, freedom of wor- 
ship, freedom of the press and the right of free assembly. 

To these tenets of the right to rule themselves and the right of in- 
dividual freedom not only do the British-born elements of the community | 
subscribe whole-heartedly and with passion, but also the vast majority of) 
those who have come to this country from lands where other tongues are} 
spoken, the great majority of whom have taken the oath to support and sus-| 
tain the constitution of the country of their adoption, the hospitality of | 
which they have sought and are enjoying, together with all the privileges | 
and rights which go with Canadian citizenship. | 

During the Great War many of these people from other lands, includ- 
ing the countries with which Canada and Great Britain were at war at the 
time gave many evidences of their loyalty and love for the country which 
they had adopted. Many of them enlisted with the Canadian forces and) 
served overseas, some of them with marked distinction, while others re- 
mained at home to render valuable services in steadying those who were 
inclined to waver between two allegiances. To-day, they and their chil- 
dren are honored and respected citizens of the country. Their loyalty to 
Canadian institutions and the Canadian form of democratic government is 


beyond all question and that applies to the overwhelming majority of these 
nationals. 


* * 


In Our Midst 

Unfortunately, however, Western Canada is giving harborage to a small) 
minority, possibly a mere handful, who appear determined to do their ut- | 
most to exert a baneful influence upon their former compatriots, to create | 
trouble for the authorities and who are taking advantage of the present | 
uncertain international situation to undermine, in every possible manner, 
the government of the country. 

Reports are ventilated in the press of the formation of secret, under- 
ground organizations of subversive character, of agitations being carried | 
on by small groups and individuals, of seditious utterances, of espionage, of 
threats of sabotage and in one recent instance of a threat of death against | 
the family of a war veteran who came out openly and condemned such 
nefarious activities. 

Under all these circumstances and with such disquieting occurrences 
being ventilated it is not surprising that war veteran's organizations are 
passing resolutions calling upon the government of the country to take im- 
mediate steps to repress such activities and to demand the suppression of a} 
foreign language newspaper published in this country which, if translations | 
of its utterarices are correct, is taking a strong anti-British stand in its 
editorials. While supporting the general principle of the freedom of the

It is not surprising, too, to find that such occurrences at home, coupled 
‘with the tension overseas, is serving as a stimulus to the registration of 
war veteran who are not only willing but anxious to serve the interests of 
their country at home, as and when their aid may be required. Such in- 
cidents are serving but to rally them to come forward in increasing num- 
bers and register, which is precisely what might be expected. 

* * 
Action Is Warranted 

Recent events give good ground for the government's action in stiffen- 
ing the law respecting espionage and the government would be quite war- 
ranted in adopting some of the measures recommended by war veterans’ 
organizations to curb and suppress subversive influence and: activities cal- 
culated to jeopardize the interests of good loyal Canadians and democratic 
government in this country. 

Just what measure should be taken with this end in view is for the| 
government to decide but whatever steps may be taken, it can be assumed 
without hesitation that the authorities will be accorded general support 
by the great majority of Canadians, and not only those of British birth but 
of practically all those who have come here voluntarily from other lands 
and have made this country their own and of their descendants, 

It must not be overlooked that those who have adopted Canada as 
their country, who have partaken of her hospitality and enjoyed her free- 
dom and who have sworn allegiance to this country and its constitution 
have virtually said, and mean it, that ‘Canada comes first”,

More Than An Advantage

“Prairie Rose Culture ’ 


Many Choice Varieties Can Be Suc- 
cessfully Grown In The West 
It is to be regretted that roses are 
not found in the prairie garden and 
employed in beautifying the prairie 
home grounds more frequently than 
they are. Too often the cause lies, 


not in the climate, not in the roses,|- 


but in the people themselvs. Many 
people have the erroneous idea that 
roses cannot be grown successfully 
on the prairie. Yet there are several 
varieties in the Briar and Rugosa 
Hybrids that are quite hardy at the 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Rosthern, Sask., and a few in the 
more tender Hybrid Perpetual class 
which can be grown with success 
provided a little winter protection is 
given. 

In the tall and very hardy type, 
Betty Bland is in a class by itself. It 
grows from three to six feet high 
and is covered with medium sized 
double pink roses in June. The bright 
red branches add to its decorative 
effect. The Rugosa rose makes a use- 
ful landscape shrub. It is hardy and 
thrifty, with luxuriant deep green 
wrinkled foliage and large purplish 
to white flowers. Being of the per- 
petual blooming type it can be de- 
pended on for a long season of 
bloom. Rosa Altaica is a shrubby 
free flowering plant with small fol- 
iage and large creamy white flowers. 
Hansa, dark red, semi-double; Harri- 
son’s Yellow, semi-double, tall and 
hardy; Austrian Copper, bright red- 
dish copper, single; and F. J. Groot- 
endorst with its clusters of small 
rosy flowers and long season of 
bloom are all hardy here with little 
or no protection. 

Rosa rubrifolia, the Redleaf rose, 
has attractive purplish red foliage 
which makes a good background for 
other roses or ornamental shrubs. It 
is not quite hardy here. 

In the Hybrid Perpetual class 
which come through the winter when 
mounded up with a cone of earth, 
good varieties are: Mrs, John Laing, 


rosy pink, fragrant, lasting; Capt. 
Hayward, deep red; Frau Karl 
Druschki, an excellent white; Hugh 


Dickson, crimson; and the fine Hy- 
brid Tea, Gruss an Tepletz, with its 


bright red semi-double fragrant 
flowers and continuous blooming 
habit. 


Several other varieties of Hybrid 
Perpetuals and a few Moss roses are 
being tested at the Rosthern Station.

history of the province is reported 
by the Alberta Hail Insurance Board 
this year, according to Hon. Solon 
Low, provincial treasurer. 2,341,000 
acres of farm land, involving a to- 
tal liability in excess of $10,000,000, 
are protected. Last year 1,506,551 
acres involving a liability of $7,115.- 
126 were protected. 

Losses to date are considerably 
lower than last year, the treasurer 
reported, Storms have been widely 
scattered and of lesser intensity. Mr. 
Low recalled that the hail insurance 
board was re-instituted at the 1938 
session of the legislature. Opera- 
tions of the previous board had been 
discontinued.
